company. 


He said: 
"The company leceived by mail a politely worded petition 


asking that the company consider the mattoi ot an increase of 2f- cents 
per day to the laboicrs m tluit department. 
The petition was signed by 


several but I do not think that there were fifty signatures attached. 
No 


threats were made and no time limit set."

Speaking further in regard to the 
( 


matter, he said: 
"There is no unifor-1 


mlty in wages paid at the plant. Many 
young boys are employed and some 
of these leceivc 7 1-2 cents per hour 
Among the men, however, no one is 
paid less than $9 for a week of 54 
hours or a nine hour day scale. Many 
are working overtime and they icceive 
lime and a half for this labor. I anti- 
cipate no trouble and 
feel 
that 
it 


would be unjust to the employes to 
say that they had threatened to strike 
unless their demands were granted." 


"Two men, he continued, were dis- 


charged by Mr. Carpenter, 
superin- 


tendent of the plant, but not for cir- 
culating the petition, at least not ac- 
cording to my information. I have no 
knowledge of live men being discharg- 
ed and do not feel it to be true." 


Another Story. 


Information, however, reaching The 


Tribune last night from 
an 
annoy- 


mous source, was to the effect that 
the Standard plant of the American 
Art Works was facing an immediate 
strike of the 15f» employes in the point 
shop as the result of alleged discharg- 
ing of five men for circulating peti- 
tions for signatures asking an increase 
in wages from $1.50 per day to .$1.75 
per day, with time and a half for over- 
time as at present. The men were 
discharged Thursday, it was said. 


Many Signers. 


It was said that more than a third 


of the employes in the paint shop 
had signed the petition and that the 
remainder were willing to sign. Their 
signatures, it was said, were not se- 
cured because those circulating the 
petition were discovered and discharg- 
ed before all the men had been ap- 
proached.

Germans Gain 


NEW YOftK, MAY 31.—Today, the 


hundredth day of the battle of Verdun, 
L;ees the Germans slowly but continu- 
ously creeping up on the great French 
fortress which in defensive .strength 
in .second only to Pan.s itself. 


Since the battle begun the French 


lia\e persistently failed to stop the 
Germans permanently. 
At the very 


otilsel the French wore surprised by 
the suddenness of 
I do German on- 


slaught, and during the first period of 
Jie battle the local commanders ut 
Verdun decided to abandon the east 
twrik of the Meuue where the Douau- 
mont and Vaux fighting has occurred. 


General Castelnau, however, who is 


General Joffre's chief lieutenant, jush- 
d lo Verdun, reversed the orders of 
(lie local commanders and the flrst 
Jrlve of tht! Germans was checked. 


Check Only Temporary 


But the check hah never been more 


than temporary. The Germans ha\e 
»een compelled to fight desperately for 
every foot of their advance since Gen- 
eral Custelnau ordeied tho eastern 
bank of the Meuse defended, but the 
fact cannot be evaded that the advan- 
tage of gains remains with the Ger- 
mans. 


The crown prince has conquered 


iboul IHIJ square milerj of territory dur- 
ing the patjt JOO days The battle front 
foi ms a little more than one-third of 
a circle about Verdun for a distance 
of 25 njiles. The average depth ot tin- 
German gains is four mile:-!, which rep- 
resents to the ea^t of the Mouse, one- 
half the distance lo go from the foimer 
German front to Verdun. 


To the west of thre Meu.se, however, 


where the heavy fighting at 
Ue;id 


Man's hill and Cumieres is occurring, 
the Germans are three miles further 
away from Verdun than on th« l>ouou-! 
mont and Vaux side. 
The Cumieios 


and Dead Man's hill engagements, in 
fact, are efforts to even up the dis- 
tances separating the German loop 
from Verdun. 


Charny i iclpe. west of the Meuse, is 


the present main objective of the Ges- 
mans and if this is taken, the German 
forces on both sides of the Mouse will 
be within the four-mile radius. A fur- 
ther advance of one mile will then!
